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Electric Bills May Go Up

WASHINGTON. - A ghost sits 
figuratively at the side of President 
Eisenhower as he ponders selection 
of a successor to Gordon Clapp, 
who retired as TV A chairman re­ 
cently after twenty years of ser­ 
vice in that agency. 
The ghost is the late Senator 
George W. Norris of Nebraska, who 
had more part than anyone in the 
creation by Congress of that great 
hydro-electric, 
conservation 
and 
resource-development project 
in 
the Tennessee Valley - a project 
that has done so much for Tennes 
see and neighboring states. 
So 
much, too, for the people of the 
whole nation as a “yardstick’' in 
production of cheap power that has 
forced down 
utility rates 
and 
spread electricity widely. It also 
has become a model, now followed 
elsewhere in our country and a- 
broad, for utilization of water re­ 
sources for the benefit of all the 
people. 
We may imagine the late Senator 
calling the President’s attention to 
certain sections of the TVA Act of 
May 18, 1933, which were inserted 
at the Nebraskan’s suggestion. He 
looked far ahead, knowing the de­ 
vious means by which the TVA 
might be weakened or destroyed 
in future years. One means might 
be through a chairman who might 
destroy the great project from the 
inside. The chairman, who is desig­ 
nated by the President, is one of 
three board members. So Senator 
Norris took care of that in Section 
2 (H), which reads: 
“All members of the board shall 
be persons who profess a belief in 
the feasibility and wisdom of this 
Act.” 
In short, the chairman must be 
for it, and not give mere lip ser­ 
vice. 
Section 6 of the Act says: 
“In the appointment of officials 
and the selection of employees in 
said corporation, and in the pro 
motion of any such employees or 
officials, no political test for quali­ 
fication shall be permitted or given 
consideration, but all such appoint­ 
ments and promotions shall be 
given and made on the basis of 
merit and efficiency.” 
The chairmanship, then, cannot 
be a political plum. 
With these restrictions, the field 
is narrowed for the President — 
which explains the delay in filling 
this most important post. How 
closely he is watched, the President 
learned a few days ago. At a news 
conference, in listing qualifications 
he is seeking in a chairman, he 
included a philosophical approach 
to TVA that agrees with his own. 
Immediately, from the Tennessee 
Valley area and from the Senate, 
he was reminded of the require­ 
ment in the law that the chair­ 
man must believe in TVA. The 
Tennessee Valley has been skepti­ 
cal about the President’s views 
views and beliefs since he classi­ 
fied TVA as an example of “creep­ 
ing Socialism.” 
, 
In other agencies, including the 
Federal 
Housing 
Administration 
and important regulatory commis­ 
sions, chairmen have been installed 
who had demonstrated by their 
past records that they were not 
entirely in sympathy with the aims 
of those agencies. But there was 
no law, as in the case of TVA, to 
prevent their appointment. 
In following the law as regards 
TVA, which the President natural­ 
ly is expected to do, he cannot 
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acquiesce in the wishes of private 
power interests. They would like 
to “pack” TVA by appointment of 
a chairman who would be amen­ 
able to their purpose of slowing 
up TVA development and expan­ 
sion. Thus they would hope even­ 
tually to kill it off and take it over 
themselves. 
But, while check-mated in the 
chairmanship if the President fol­ 
lows the law, the utilities are busy 
along many fronts in their cam­ 
paign to weaken and, if possible, 
destroy 
George 
Norris’ great 
dream. The campaign is highly 
financed. For example, the Nation­ 
al Association of Electric Compan­ 
ies, the lobby for the electric utili­ 
ties, reported expenditures last 
year of $547,789. Its director here, 
Purcell Smith, proudly includes re­ 
ductions of TVA appropriations in 
the last session of Congress among 
his achievements. 
Cutting appropriations is part of 
the utilities’ pattern for devitalizing 
TVA. Thus they can stop the con­ 
struction of additional facilities, 
chiefly steam plants, that are so 
sorely needed to meet the con­ 
stantly growing power needs in the 
Tennessee Valley area — not only 
for the Government and its atom in- 
energy installations, but also for 
the people and private industries. 
The utilities then would move in to 


supply the power themselves - at 
a higher rates, of course. Thus, 
gradually, they would circumscribe 
the area and nullify TVA as the 


“yardstick” it has been so success­ 
fully — in fact, too successfully for 
the private power interests.

Newspaper Reading: Time 
For years we have been amazed 
at the support given outside papers 
by many Warren residents. We can 
understand the wish for more ex­ 
tensive coverage than can be af­ 
forded by a local, but some of 
these papers are so deficient in 
their service that it is astounding 
to see the public calmly accept it. 
We fail to understand what news 
value there is in papers which 
have gone to press so many hours 
before reading time that they fail 
to give you anything that resembles 
late news. And some publish Sun­ 
day and holiday editions that ob 
viously make no effort to give you 
the latest. Yet you are paying big 
daily prices. 
Another disappointing aspect of 
many outsiders is to sell them 
selves as area papers, assuring 
you news coverage for this section. 
They may carry a few obituaries 
and a smattering of news sent or 
called in the day or night before; 
but outside of their emphasis on 
semi-sensational spot news they 
fail to fulfill their promise. 
Let us take a pair of examples. 
This past week-end the sportsmen 
of the area naturally were interest­ 
ed in two items. One was the state 
track meet in which many com­ 
munities of the area 
had 
boys 
entered. But the outside paper 
which we read told us nothing 
except how the boys in its own 
city came out. We waited until 
Tuesday to learn the facts. 
The golfers were interested in 
the Colonial Open. In it was Ben 
Hogan, and when Ben finishes 
first, fifth, or tenth it is news. We 
waited until Tuesday to learn how 
they finished. Dependent on radio 
we listened to one sports reporter 
(?) reveal the top two or three 
names while spending ninety per­ 
cent of the time with a lengthy 
tirade on 
nine 
dozen 
baseball 
games. Why they don’t include the 
probable pinch-hitters for tomor 
row’s games, we’ll never know 
They are almost that silly and 
might as well go whole hog. 
But we are peeving about non­ 
resident sheets which sell them­ 
selves as late news venders and 
area reporters. There are a few 
good ones, such as the Youngstown 


Vindicator, which incidentally does 
not pretend to cover the area 
news, yet seems to be fresher anc 
more timely than any we read in 
the section. The paper pays well 
too. Perhaps that explains some 
things. 
These would-be major league 
papers with the big promise and 
the small 
delivery roughed 
up 
Warren county’s feathers in fine 
style during the recent murder 
trial. Their comments on our citi 
zens' reluctance to serve on a jury 
which must practice an eye for an 
eye, and their remarks about our 
quality of justice were shallow and 
uninformed. And comments on jus­ 
tice coming from some cities are 
iornic. Their city linen isn’t the 
cleanest we ever have seen and 
papers in those areas will keep 
themselves very busy if they work 
in their own backyards. 
Such quips as, “ If you want to 
commit 
murder 
go 
to 
Waren 
county because no one is ever sent 
to the electric chair,’’ suggest a 
complete lack of knowledge about 
the Warren county situation. First, 
we have a very limited need for 
first degree murder trials here. It 
isn’t that kind of county. Second, 
two previous defendants were sent 
to the chair but were given life 
by big city politicians, of which 
the governor was one! 
We now are interested in what 
will happen to Mr. Moon, after he 
leaves Warren couuty. Quite prob­ 
ably he will go from here under 
a sentence of death. What the big 
time boys on the higher benches 
and in Harrisburg will do, we have 
no idea. But don’t blame it on 
Warren county if the picture chang­ 
es. 
We believe it is a credit to War­ 
ren county that it has so few trials 
of this nature, and that such situa­ 
tions reveal an approach that is 
kindly, understanding, lacking to 
vengefulness, yet intent on seeing 
that a penalty is paid, a penalty 
that is sufficient, yet perhaps leav­ 
ing the real penalty to be meted 
out by someone more capable of 
justice, someone all of us must 
face, whether we be the killer or 
the jurist.

all is not right with either side 
and that Washington would be in 
better shape if many of the boys, 
such as McCarthy, Cohn, and a 
few army big-wigs, would go home. 
Finally A Light 
Last week the public finally got 
some meat to chew when Mc­ 
Carthy and the Eisenhower adm in­ 
istration came face to face in open 
difference. McCarthy was told that 
executive branch personnel had no 
right revealing information to any­ 
one, 
including 
him. 
McCarthy 
made the most of this by declaring 
that no one would stop him from 
hunting out communists and that 
personel which was truly loyal 
would be “duty bound” to reveal 
facts about its departments. 
These exchanges also involved 
who was responsible for seeking 
out and prosecuting security risks 
in the executive branch. Atty. Gen. 
Brownell said that the executive 
branch has the sole responsibility 
for protecting the nation’s security. 
McCarthy came back with the 
statement that the congress has 
the duty to expose the failure of 
the executive branch. 
McCarthyism 
And so we get back to a practice 
known as McCarthyism, over and 
around which this fiasco revolves 
and has revolved since the first as 
far as the m ajority of thinking* 
Americans are concerned. And we 
again must rem em ber that it is 
not the hunting out of subversion1 
that is wrong, or who hunts it out. 
Our objections have been zeroed in 
on the method used. 
If the method were correct, both 
Brownell and McCarthy would be 
right. It no doubt is the duty of 
the executive branch to protect our 
security, and there is no doubt 
that we elect congressmen to see 
to it that the job is done. If our 
security is weak we certainly do 
not object to those congressmen 
revealing the fact and doing some­ 
thing about it. 
We do object to blank indictments 
of hundreds of people without sub­ 
stantiating facts. We object to pub­ 
lic a n calling people communists 
without naming their accusers. We 
object to the news release trial and 
persecution of good men and wo­ 
men without giving them a day in 
court. 
We object to violating our con­ 
stitution by not giving the accused 
an opportunity to face his accuser. 
That is McCarthyism! 
And that is why we say that the 
hearings finally got around to an 
issue that pin-points this problem. 
We believe that an employee is duty 
bound to reveal facts which will 
expose subversion. But he should 
not be allowed to whisper those 
suspicions. They should be placed 
on record as definite proof, proof 
that will hold up in court, and 
certainly not proof 
to be 
used 
promiscuously in public statements 
that place a blanket suspicion a- 
gainst many innocent people. 
McCarthyism is not limited to a 
fellow by that name. Because he 
has been so much involved in com­ 
mittee work and because he has 
made sensational statements, many 
of them on the Senate floor where 
he is safe from slander action, his 
name has been used to define this 
dictatorial method in America. 


But because of McCarthy and 
because of a bascially poor secur­ 
ity plan which 
invites 
such 
a 
method, fear has crept into our 
nation. Fear has taken over and 
we find we are denied such minds 
as 
Oppenheimer's. 
Our 
leaders 
were well aware of this m an’s 
background. He had been screened 
and had been considered no risk. 
But because of fear, fear that Mc­ 
Carthy would make a sensational 
announcement concerning 
these 
known facts, a statement was re­ 
leased and our scientific progress 
rn the world race for defense know­ 
how was greatly weakened. 
We Have Faith 
We believe that the inherent love 
of liberty and the basic goodness 
of people will combine to overcome 
these retarding practices which 
have crept into almost every cor­ 
ner of our nation. McCarthy hear­ 
ings and open discussion 
are 
healthy stuff. They bring the facts 
to the surface and interest many 
people who had shrugged off Mc­ 
Carthyism. In fact, many didn’t 
know what the word meant. They 
didn’t realize it was a danger to 
their own freedom and liberties.

THEATER TELEVISION 
It has always been my view that 
theater television - that is, TV that 
you have to go to a theater to see 
and pay an admission to get in - is 
a contradiction in terms. The whole 
essence of the revolution in enter­ 
tainment wrought by TV is that it 
brings it into your homes. When 
you do go out of an evening, it is 
not to see television. 
However, there are some events 
that, too expensive for home tele­ 
vision or for one reason or another, 
are forbidden to home TV, and in 
these fields, theater TV is having 
a modest success. Theater Network 
Television, for instance, has signed 
a three-year contract with the 
Metropolitan Opera to broadcast 
the Met’s opening nights. T.N.T. 
hopes to pipe this into IOO theaters 
(a wildly optimistic figure) in some 
fifty-seven cities. They’ll be charity 
affairs in each city and this will 
help boost attendance.

on

learned that the customers, or the 
potential customers, were most dis­ 


pleased with these characteristics: 
I. Bait advertising, particularly 
for appliances and automobiles; 2. 
Insurance advertising by compan­ 
ies that do not live up to their 
claims; 3. Phony sales copy; 4. 
Comparative disparagement. 
5. Phony food-freezer plans; 6. 
Offensive medical 
copy 
that 
is 
written within the law but violates 
good taste. 
And there were some others, such 
as misleading claims, offensive use 
of sex, obnoxious copy (either ob­ 
noxious 
advertising of 
accepted 
products or advertising of obnox­ 
ious products), scare copy, copy 
that derides and discredits the ad­ 
vertising 
of 
others, 
suggesting 
that they are not telling the truth, 
and sacrilegious copy. 
You may not agree, but if you 
are preparing ad copy this may 
tell you how many buyers feel, and 
if you are a buyer it may reveal 
that there are many people who 
are fully aware of some unethical 
approaches which may have fooled 
or escaped you. 
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that by doing so we have unified 
the anti-American feeling in Guate­ 
mala and have thus strengthened 
the hands of the Communists there.

Yes, they say all this in spite of 
the fact that it is becoming in­

They contended, with great 
anguish, that my resolution, if pas­ 
sed, would strain relations between 
this country and Guatemala. 
• How long will they stick their 
heads in the sand? How long will 
they refuse to face up to the ugly 
and unpleasant facts? How far do 
they propose that we let the Reds 
go in the 
Western 
Hemisphere 
right under our noses before we 
take a firm stand? How close do 
they propose that we let the Reds 
get to our shores before we start 
taking real and positive measures 
to protect our national and hemis­ 
pheric security? 
Do they want us to wait until 
the Reds have taken over the Cen­ 
tral American countries one by 
one, starting with Guatemala and 
then prompting Guatemala to in­ 
vade and conquer her neighbors? 
Do they want us to wait until that 
Red pattern of conquest has en­ 
gulfed all of South America before 
we stand up to the Reds? 
Of course, we must keep our 
heads level and our powder dry 


until the right time. But perpetuat­ 
ed caution 
becomes 
entrenched 
timidity, and entrenched timidity 
leads to appeasement. - appease­ 
ment which is nothing less than 
surrender on the installment plan.
